Report of School Board 


While the School Board niust, like all other town officers, leave 
the final judgment of their efforts to the public whom they serve, it 
is, however, with a reasonable feeling of satisfaction that we look 
back over the. past year and view what has been accomplished. So 
far as we have been able to see every term of school taught in town 
this year has been a success. To our knowledge there has been no 
serious difficulty or drawback in any quarter. Certainly there have 
been no complaints made to the School Board. We have tried to get 
as much for the district from the money we bad to spend and to be 
as economical in the purchase of supplies, etc., as possible. 

Before another term, however, it will be necessary to obtain 
some new books especially geographies, which are badly worn as 
well as out of date. 

Circumstances made it appear best to continue the school in old 
district ‘‘No. 3’’ during the winter term and the outcome proved the 
wisdom of so doing for there were 14 scholars enrolled during the 
term, and the cost of properly conveying them to East Lempster 
would have equalled the expense of the extra term of school. 

Right here we would say a word in regard to the ‘‘two school’”’ 
ghost that has appeared annually in town for some years past. Your 
present School Board wishes to deny, emphatically, any adherence 
whaiever to the two-school idea, and also to point out the fact that 
now, nor at any time in the past, has it been possible for any School 
Board to condense our schools into two, without a vote of the district, 
simply because no school houses in town would accommodate the 
scholars, and no Schoo! Board could build schoolhouses or put seats 
in town halls or otherwise provide accommodations without a vote of 
the people to provide money and grant authority. 

Our population is increasing and a part of the increase is necessar- 
ily school children aid the question as to whether you wish four or 
five schools another year will be brought before you at the school 
meeting and we hope all will come prepared to vote for what they 
think for the best interests of the town. 

~ By an act of the last Legislature School Boards are obliged to 
recommend to the Selectmen, in the annual report of the School 
Board the amounts needed during the coming year for: Ist, high

school tuitions ; 2d, text books and supplies; 3d, flags and appurte- 
nances. We therefore recommend for 


High school tuitions, $110 00 
Text books and supplies, 75 00 
Flags and appurtenances, 3 00 


We do not think there will be need of raising more repair money 
this coming year. It does not seem likely that the needed repairs 
will exceed the sum now in the Treasurer’s hands. One side of the 
schoolhouse at Lempster Street may need shingling another season, 
and we think it would be well to paper the interior of the school- 
room in the North district as it would make it much more attract- 
ive than it now is. Aside from this repair expenses will be light.
